DEAD HEAT AT BELMONT. 



TONY BONERO AND SHENANDOAH 
PASS THE JUDGES ON EVEN TERMS. 



Purse Is Divided — Crack Shot Wins at Long 
Odds — Half the Horses Entered Are 
Withdrawn — Dishabille Sick. 



New York, ,M.ay 17. — .lust one half of the horses 
earded for today’s racing at Helmout Tark went to 
the post. Ninety horses were entered overnight and 
forty live were withdrawn. The races all siilfered 
hy tile wholesale scratehings except those for two- 
year-olds. 'I'lie first one of these lost seven and in 
the other live declined, but as nineteen were earded 
for each race, they w’cre not missed. The serateh- 
ings were due principally to tlie condition of the 
track. It was slopp.v from last night’s downiwnr. 
'I’lie day was a gloomy one and the attendance 
liglit. 

.\n otherwise dull afternoon’s sport was enlivened 
coMsideraldy tiy a dead heat in the fifth race and 
tin* ilefeat of a heavily bai-ked favorite li.v a 50 to 
1 sliot in the two-year-old race for fillies and geld- 
ings. The fifth raee was a selling affair ami the 
result a|<))earcd to lay lietweeu Tony Bonero uml 
Sheiuuidoah. A few days ago Shenandoah just got 
up to lM*at Tony Bonero, but ttie latter bad a greater 
|iiitl in tiu* weigliis ttsla.v and lie was made a strong 
cholee and liaeked from 7 to .5 to 4 to 5. Mienaii- 
dojili was well supported by the Cates crowd, whi'-h 
generally liacks the hors«>s from the stable of I’hil 
(diiiin, 'flu* race was lietweeu the I'air at all 
stages, lint after turning into the stretch, Shenan- 
doah assumed a lead whieh it seemed would laud 
Ilim ail easy winner, .\ffer getting ilie lead, how- 
ever, .Miisgriive took matters easil.v and Tony Bonero, i 
vigcroc.slr n«ld«*n liy K. Iiugaii, got his bend in front 
when a sixteenth out. From this i*oint on ttie rai*e 
was sensational. The liorses were rnnnlng very 
closi* to eacli other and striding in perfect union. 
Slieiiandoah gradually cut down tlie lead Ton.v Bcui- 
ei'O liad taken through Miisgrave's carelessness ami 
tlie pair pass»*d the judges’ stand on exactly even 
terms. After a few minutes parlay it was decided 
to divide the purse. With profier energy on tht* 
part of Musgrave, Shenandoah would have won. 

Ill the lliird vai'c, ITaek Shot, which went liaek 
in the iietting from 1~> to 1, to ."lO to 1, got up in 
a drive to lM*at the favorite, Sinirker, b.v a half 
Iciiglli. Track Shot is bred to run in the mud, lie- 
iiig liy Star Shoot — ttllie Dixon, but evidently had 
not sliown anytliing to warr.ant support, or he 
would iM'ver have Iwen alli>W(*d to run l<Kise by his 
astute iiwiier A. 1,. .Asle, who Is credited with 
Iiaving liet on Smirker. 

It was not a goiHl day for the favorites. Begiii- 
Tiing with King’s Daugliter, whieli was backed at 
odds-on to lieat Sir Tixldingtoii and Prince Ham- 
liiirg, tile favorites were Ixiwled over until the last 
race was reached, when Don t'reolc showed a sen- 
sational tierformance by running away from bis 
opiwnenls in the first half mile, to win all alone. 

It was reported at the track today that Dis- 
haliille is a very sick horse, which accounted for 
her withdrawal from the New Rochelle Handicap. 

With two Imixirtant stakes to l>e disposed of to- 
morrow, and such horses as Pretension. Heaslip, 
-\mpedo; Baii.yah, Senator Beckham, Marion Moore; 
Klla O’Neill, Laughing Eyes, Treasure; Saracinesca, 
1‘eter Pan, Senator i.ia.v; Essex, Harrett, Patago- 
nian; Flimnap, Philander, and Master of Craft, 
among the entries, the present meeting should 
elose in the traditional blaze of glory.

Ingiis bad shown signs of lameness, but it was not 
considered serious. 

He was to have worked seven-eighths of a mile 
this morning, but shortly after breaking from the 
stand, he faltered and nearly went down. Jockey 
Minder managed to steady him and save him from 
failing. The horse struggled on and ran alviut 
fifty yards before Minder could pull him up. Blood 
was pouring from the leg, which had snapped just 
abcive the ankle. It was evident that there was 
little cliance of saving the horse and Dr. Riddle 
ended his career by shooting him. Owner Flzer 
stated that he liad recently turned down an offer of 
$7,5tM> for Joliii L. Ingiis made by Nugent Brothers 
of St. r.iKiis. 

Jolin L. Ingiis was bred at the Rancoeas Stud, 
in New Jer.sey, and was sold as a yearling to Frank 
Clarkson for He was a goo<l racer on any 

kind of a track, though not partial to heavy 
liiirdeiis.
